The pupils In these 
schools number 75,000, and It takes 
more than 3500 teachers to instruct 
them. 


The bulletin shows that the voca- 


tional movement is taking strong hold 
In Ohio. Sixty-four high schools have 
manual training, a gain of 40 per cent 
over the preceding year, and 48 have 
domestic science, a gain of 85 per cent 
over the year before. There are 30,000 
boys enrolled In the manual training 
schools, and 10,000 girls enrolled In the 
domestic science. 


The agitation for reform and re- 


adjustment of the schools to the in- 
| dustrial life of the- community is no 


longer looked upon as a fad. The or- 
ganized educational forces, state and 
national, are moving In the direction 
of industrial and commercial education. 


The recognized high schools are 


classified as follows: First grade, 433 
second grade, 265; third grade, 296 
total 994.

The new Hughes 
High School in Cincinnati is one o 
those shown. It was completed in 1910 
at a cost of more than $750,000, includ 
ing equipment, and is declared to be the 
finest school of the kind in the tniddl 
west.

STORIES FOR THE DINNER TABLE

ing story the other day: 


"A Ne-R- England Yankee who waa 


a prisoner on a pirate ship," said 
Mr. Morgan "in the good old days 
when pirates roamed the seas, be- 
came, • because of his Yankee attri- 
butes, objectionable to his captors.
